In Middle West 


Denver Registers Six Degrees 
Above Zero; Chill Sweeps 
From Minnesota To Texas

Cold, snow and rain prevailed be- 
tween the Rockies and the Mississipp1 
today as the nation voted to decide 
congressional and state elections. The 
weather was summerlike in some east- 
ern States. 

Fight inches of snow were reported 
in sections of Colorado, Wyoming, 
Montana, Colorado and Iowa. Light 
snows and rain fell in northeastern 
Dlinois and southern Wisconsin. 

At Denver, where the temperature 
dropped to six above zero, the snowfall 
was six inches. Temperatures across 
Nebraska, the Dakotas and Minnesota 
ranged from 15 to 25 above while read- 
ines hovered just below freezing 
Texas and Oklahoma. 

Rain was reported generally 
eastern Texas and Oklahoma eastward 
across the lower Mississippi valley, al- 
so in the extreme lower Missouri and 
lower Ohio of the 
Great Lakes region.

Storm May Control Result 
Of Dewey-Lehman Battle 
For N. Y. Governorship 


NEW YORK. ‘l) — In weather as 
variable as predictions of the out- 
come, vcters in 47 states registered 
their choices today in the general elec- 
tion testing popularity of the New 
Deal. 

The weather was a factor in many 
close contests, influencing as it did the 
size of the vote according to sectional 
party power. 


An outstanding example was in New 
York state. where one of the closest 
and most significant contests was wag- 
ed—generally fair conditions in the 
predominantly Republican up-state ag- 
ricultural area favored the effort of 
Thomas E. Dewey to unseat Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman, Democrat endorsed 
by President Roosevelt. Early showers 
fell in New York City, where the Dem- 
ocrats tried to roll up a big metropol- 
itan majority for Lehman. 

Rain and snow was moving into 
Michigan, but voters went to the polls 
in unusually large numbers to decide 
the fate of Gov. Frank Murphy, whom 
Mr. Roosevelt endorsed last week. 

Voting was reported heavy in Penn- 
sylvania, where Gov. George H. Earie, 
who inaugurated a “little new deal” 
of his own in the state, sought the seat 
of the veteran Republican Senator Jas. 
J. Davis. The weather was warm and 
cloudy. 

After a record high temperature of 
77 yesterday, rain and sleet fell in 
Ohio, where the Bulkey-Taft senator- 
ial race was another outstanding bar 
ometer of New Deal sentiment.
